IMacuto Cor. Inter Ocean.] 
This fc the Newp ort of Venezu ela; the 
-summer, or rather the winter resort of the 
wealthy and aristocratic, who find the tem­ 
perature of Caracas trying upon their con­ 
stitutions, and seek sea-air, sea-bathing, and 
flirtations 
under 
the palms of 
Macuto. 
Macuto is around the corner, one might say 
—around a point of rocks and upon a little 
peninsula that stretches out from the beach, 
where it can catch not only all the breezes 
that ruffle the sea, but the winds that come 
from the mountains, down a ravine through 
which flows a beautiful stream, as cool as 
one in the Adirondack*. 
They have no architects in Spanish Am er 
ica; all the residences are built on the same 
plan, and the hotels, warehouses, stores, etc., 
are constituted exactly like the residences. 
A man’s store differs only from his residence 
in that it is full of packing cases instead of 
rocking chairs, and contains an office desk 
instead of a dining table. 
8 0 we found the 
hotel at Macuto precisely like the hotel at 
Caracas, except it was a little cleaner and 
furnished a little better table. 
The “patio” or court is the most important 
part of the house. 
It is shaded by large 
trees, from whose limbs a canvas is stretched 
to aid them 
in 
keeping out the 
sun. 
Here 
the 
gentlemen 
loaf, 
smoke, 
and 
play 
cards; 
here 
the 
ladies 
sit, 
embroider, 
and gossip; 
here 
the dancing takes place in the evening; here 
breakfast and dinner are served, the dishes 
washed, the potatoes peeled, and much of 
the culinary duty performed, and here the 
clothes from the laundry are hung out to 
dry. 
In the center is a small fountain, from 
which the house is supplied with water. 
Be­ 
sides the fountain is a drain basin, or sewer 
trap, into which all the slops are poured. 
It 
is a space of perhaps thirty by fifty feet, 
and within that space at one and the same 
time you can see the cook paring potatoes or 
cucumbers for dinner, picking a chicken, or 
something 
of that sort; besides him is 
a Venezuelan 
dowager 
nodding 
with 
a 
Spanish fan 
in 
her lap (I never 
saw one with a paper 
or 
a 
book); 
a little further aw ay is a belle with midnight 
eyes and ruddy lips, flirting with the son of 
some proud hidalgo; at a table near by is 
a group of gentlemen playing cards; a little 
w ay from them is a laundress hanging out 
the clothes, when into the group oomes the 
man chambermaid with a couple of buckets 
of slop, which he empties into the crevice 
under the fountain. 
Everybody seems to 
feel at home, knows what he’s going to have 
for dinner, and can see whether the wash­ 
woman has torn out the button-hole in the 
collar-band of his shirt 
This is all comfortable and agreeable 
enough, but in a country where seven-tenths 
of the area is not populated, it seems rather 
unnecessary to crowd the houses t>gether so 
closely that your can’t have a window in 
your room. 
The bed-rooms, which are all 
open upon this court, are nothing but dark 
cells or closets, with no ventilation, except 
what comes in at the door. 
When the doors 
are shut—but they never shut them, they 
would suffocate if they did—so they hang a 
piece of matting or a sheet on a cord which 
stretches across 
about two-thirds of the 
way 
from the 
ground. 
This 
doesn’t 
add to the privacy of the apartment, but 
it 
promotes 
comfort 
immensely. 
If 
the 
night 
is so 
hot that 
you 
can 
not stay in your room the alternative is to 
swing a hammock in the patio, and when 
morning comes creep back into your cell so 
they can set the tables for breakfast 
This 
is the Venezuelan idea of com fort 
There 
isn’t a bed in the whole house; everybody 
sleeps on cots. 
The guests bring their own 
towels and soap, but wine is furnished w ith­ 
out extra charge. 
The landlord gives you 
a couple of sheets and a lumpy little pillow 
of wool or fine hay. 
If you want a blanket 
you must bring it along, but there is very 
little danger of needing one. 
All this d iscom fort is end u red when 
a 
hotel bu ilt u p on a mod ern p lan and on the 
seashore wou ld be as cool as the best a t Nan­ 
tu cket alm ost the whole y ear rou nd . 
I 
asked the land lord w hy he d id n’t bu ild his 
hotel on the beach, w ith wind ows all arou nd , 
instead of back in the town on the narrow 
streets. 
He shru gged his shou ld ers and re­ 
p lied that most of his gu ests p referred it as 
it w as 
The bathing 
arrangements were quite as 
od d . 
The sharks are so nu m erou s tha t it is 
d angerou s to bathe in the su rf, and nobod y 
cares to hav e his legs nip p ed off, so a semi­ 
circu lar p en of p iling has been erected , a t 
gov ernm ent ex p ense, reaching abou t a hu n 
• Ired feet into the sea. 
Throu gh this p iling 
tho su rf beats q u ite fiercely . 
The p en is 
d iv id ed in the center by a high wall, one 
sid e being for the lad ios and the other for 
the gentlemen. 
A t the shore end is a 
m iniatu re castle of stone, likewise d iv id ed 
into two ltfv ge room s w ith a row of benches 
arou nd the wall and hooks to hang y ou r 
clothes on ov er them. 
Ev ery bod y bathes au natu ral; bathing 
d resses are u nknown; y ou p ay 5 cents for a 
ticket and 10 cents for a large sheet, which 
is u -ed as d rap ery and as a towel, and then 
u nclre-s. 
The attend ant hand s y ou a sheet 
wlieu y ou are strip p ed , and concealing y ou r j 
naked ness with this p rotection y ou climb 
d own the shine stairw ay , hang y ou r sheet | 
ov er the railing, and p lu nge in. 
The water 
is giu riou s, warm and salty , so d erwe that it 
will aim Jit bear y ou on the su rface, and 
d eep enou gh to swim and d iv e. 
W hen y ou 
hav e had enou gh of it y ou climb u p the 
stair*, seizj y ou r sheet, and throw it arou nd 
y ou sitting on the bench u ntil y ou are d ry 
enou gh to resu me y ou r clothes.

NO BURGLAR-PROOF SAFES. 


M a n u fa ctu rer's D ev ises N o t 
A lto ge th e r 
P r o o f A ga in st E x p er t C racksm en . 
[Baltimore Herald.] 
‘‘Yes,” said a manufacturer in reply to a 
reporter’s question, “we can construct a safe 
of iron and steel that w ill resist the ordinary 
burglar for several hours; one that cannot 
be opened in a single night 
Common safes, 
however, are not intended to be secure 
against expert crooks, but only fire proof. 
W ith the perfected combination and time 
locks now in use no one but an expert can 
open a safe, and they can’t always do it 
without using an explosive. 
W ith the old 
styles it is com paratively an easy matter, 
for you can get enough powder between the 
edge of the door and the frame to blow the 
door open. 
A il manufacturers now make 
the door to fit tight so that an explosion can­ 
not bo applied from that point. 
Some of 
the devises have the additional advantage 
of giving better protection from fire. 
“As a rule now, the cracksmen, when they 
can’t discover the combination, drill the 
door and insert a dynamite shell, which shat­ 
ters the lock. 
The noise of the explosion is 
likely to attract attention and is conse­ 
quently dangerous for the thief. 
The very 
‘fly’ crack drills into the lock within a few 
inches of the dial and attempts to slip the 
wheels so that the ‘dog’ w ill full in the slats 
This can .tie done without being heard in an 
adjoining room. 
Thfere is one point in a safe 
door, which, if bored by a drill, renders 
the lock useless. 
Not many can find it, and 
I have seon safes brought to the factory 
with half a dozen small round holes in the 
door. 
But the trouble is not over when the 
in.-ido is gained. 
The chilled-steel chest 
within is often a greater bother than the 
door. 
You may remember, about a year 
ago, the safe at the postofflco in Annapolis 
was broken open. 
The burglars carried the 
box that it contained nearly a mile, and 
when they reached a secluded place pro­ 
ceeded leisurely and laboriously to smash it 
to pieces with a sledgs hammer. 
‘‘One of the most bungling jobs I ever saw 
was done in East Baltim ore last summer. 
The 
fellow, by sheer strength and hard 
work, knocked a hole through one end of a 
safe, picked out the filling, broke through 
the inside lining, but did not get much after­ 
ward . He was captured with a Jim m y made 
i t two pieces of steel. 
It was unlike those 
commonly used 
by the profession. 
Do­ 
ra i<>nally the burglars take a safe out of 
tu o bu ild ing before they begin to work 
on 
it.
